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Metal thief stole to 


A thief stole thousands of pounds 
worth of metal from a Cradley Heath 
firm to raise the deposit on a new 
home for him and his girlfriend, a 
court heard. 

Leigh Clarke, aged 42, carried out 
three raids on Sims Metal Manage¬ 
ment between June 9 and July 9 this 
year, taking copper piping, brass fit¬ 
tings and scrap metal. The third raid 
was carried out when he was on bail. 

He also damaged an oxygen ring 


used by the firm when removing the 
copper piping which cost nearly 
£5,000 to repair. 

Clarke, of The Kingsway, Wollas¬ 
ton Farm, Stourbridge, was on bail 
for breaking into a disused substa¬ 
tion at The Hayes, Lye, on July 2. 

Dudley Magistrates Court was told 
he and another man had climbed a 6ft 
security fence and 8ft wall to get in. 

They found there was nothing 
inside to take and when they left the

building police arrested them. Clarke 
pleaded guilty to three counts of theft 
and burglary of the substation at a 
previous hearing. 

He was sentenced to 18 months 
ijail suspended for 12 months, 
ordered to carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work, put under supervision 
for a year and told to pay £170 costs. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said 
the firm had estimated the total cost 
of the metal taken to be around 


£2,000. “Alongside the damage 
caused, the firm also lost trade 
because they were not able to use the 
oxygen ring for a time,” he said. 

“He removed the gas fittings from 
bottles using a knife and a spanner.” 

Mr Bernard Porter, defending, said 
for a long period Clarke had been 
homeless with a drug habit. 

“However he has now turned his 
life around. He has a girlfriend and 
they have moved into a house 


together. However the tenancy is 
only temporary,” he said. 

“To move into another property 
they need a deposit and it was 
attempting to raise this money he 
committed these crimes. 

“He fell into the trap of using the 
wrong methods to secure this money.” 

Chairman of magistrates Phillip 
Hannah said Clarke had narrowly 
escaped jail and said they had given 
him the “biggest chance of his life”.

A 29-year-old man was 
stabbed several times in 
a daylight attack at a 
churchyard in Hale¬ 
sowen town centre. 

He was attacked in the 
graveyard of St John the 
Baptist Church, off The

his injuries are not thought 
to be life-threatening. 

Officers found the victim 
in the churchyard when 
they arrived at about 
4.30pm. 

Witnesses reported hear¬ 
ing shouts and seeing three 
or four men running away. 

Another man was seen 
walking away with blood 
pouring from his head. 

The area was cordoned off 
for about three hours.

John Davis, aged 57, who 
owns J Davis Insurance 
Services in The Queensway, 
said: “I heard a lot of noise 
and shouting so I looked out 
of the upstairs window and 
saw flashes of dark coats as 
men ran among the bushes 
and trees. 

“A man with blood on his 
head was being led away by 
another man. The police 
hadn’t turned up at this 
point.” 

A 51-year-old man was 
arrested a short time after 
the incident and was still in 
custody on Wednesday. 

A 54-year-old man 
arrested in the early hours 
of Tuesday was released on 
police bail.

West Bromwich Albion kitman Dave Matthews has 
opened up about his battle with cancer - and revealed he 
has set himself a target of returning to work before Christ¬ 
mas. The long-standing club servant was diagnosed with 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma shortly after the home game 

against Everton in May 
But the Halesowen father- 
of-two insisted that his mood 
had remained upbeat. 

“It will depend on the outcome of 
my treatment but my plan is to get 
back to work,” he said. 

“I need something to aim at, 
something to help me get 
through this. 

“To be back at work before 
Christmas, that is my goal.” 

Mr Matthews, aged 65,went to 
Albion’s doctor after a spotting a 
lump on his neck. After being diag¬ 
nosed he said he remained calm. 
“My wife and daughters were 
worried but, to me, cancer is just a 
word,” he said. “I know I can over¬ 
come it.” 

Shaved 

Mr Matthews has already had 
three sessions of chemotherapy. 

He has been off work since May 
and had to cancel a two-week 
holiday to Croatia, which was due to 
take place in June.” 

He said: “My hair has all fallen 
out but that doesn’t bother me 
because some people pay to have 
their heads shaved. 

‘My voice has gone husky. They 
think it could be due to the treat¬ 
ment. I have been told I can’t go into 
crowded areas because I’m vulnera¬ 
ble to infections. But the side- 
effects so far have been minimal.” 

Mr Matthews said he had many 
texts from players and coaching 
staff including manager Roy 
Dave in the boot room at the Baggies Hodgson.

Closure of 
fire stations 
will happen, 
says union 

Plans to close Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath fire stations will go 
ahead despite a consultation being 
opened. 

Fire Brigade Union bosses say West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service has admitted that 
reversing the decision to close the two sta¬ 
tions is not up for discussion at the two 
public consultation meetings next month. 

The fire service wants to merge the sta¬ 
tions and create a new single base. 

But the move would mean the loss of one 
of the 24-hour fire crews in the area, spark¬ 
ing fury from union chiefs. 

The union says at least 28 frontline fire¬ 
fighter posts could be affected. 

In a statement in March, West Midlands 
Fire Service said a review would be carried 
out “to identify all potential solutions” and 
the public would be consulted. 

Discuss 

But it now appears a decision has already 
been taken to axe the stations in Mace 
Street, Cradley Heath, and Hagley Road, 
Halesowen. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokes¬ 
woman Lindsey Preece confirmed that the 
forthcoming consultation will only discuss 
the proposal to have one vehicle based at a 
new location. 

She added: “The decision to merge the 
stations was taken back in 2009 after a 
period of consultation. A project is in place 
to identify the most suitable location.” 

Fire Brigade Union West Midlands 
regional secretary Chris Downes said it 
was a “very, very sad day” for the service in 
the area. 

He said: “Lives will be put at risk because 
you can’t be in two places at once.” 

Public meetings will take place on Sep¬ 
tember 1 at Lutley Community Centre, in 
Brookwillow Road, Halesowen, and Sep¬ 
tember 2 at Reddal Hill Primary School, 
Trinity Street, Old Hill.

Pub is forced to close 
over noise complaints

A pub will be forced to shut for three 
months after residents complained of a 
spate of late-night discos, loud music 
and customers drinking outside its 
entrance. 

Residents called in police and council 
enforcement officers numerous times in the 
past two years to the Painters Arms pub, in 
Coseley. Pamela Lawrence, who has lived 
nearby for 10 years, compiled a diary of the 
disturbances saying she had “felt like a pris¬ 
oner in her own home”. 

“I have been worried at the beginning of the 
week about what could be going on at the pub the 
following weekend,” she said. 

“It is an unpleasant position and situation to 
have been put in.” 

Around 27 complaints were made by families 
living near the pub, in Avenue Road. 

These concerns centred on music being heard 
playing past its 11pm curfew and people drinking 
alcohol outside its front entrance. 

Breaching 

Residents and Dudley Council also alleged 
discos encouraging dancing and karaoke nights 
had been held breaching its recorded music only 
licence. 

Dudley Council’s licensing committee agreed to 
suspend the premise licence for three months last 
month. 

Committee chairman Councillor Julian Ryder 
ordered landlord Graham Watkins to comply with 
a series of conditions. 

He will have to fit a noise limiter to the pub’s 
jukebox stopping it exceeding decibel limits and 
improve soundproofing to windows including a 
number of skylights. 

Councillor Ryder said residents had “valid com¬ 
plaints” about noise levels and general distur¬ 
bance. 

Speaking at the meeting, Dudley Council officer 
Dolores Nellany claimed the pub had not heeded 
numerous warning letters and visits by police. 

Mr Watkins claims problems have been caused 
since smoking was banned. He said: “We are con¬ 
stantly telling people to come back in and not take 
their drinks out to the front when they go outside 
to smoke.” His solicitor said he disputed some of 
the incidents in Mrs Lawrence’s diary.

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Cinema and store in 
town centre rebuild 


A major new department store 
and multiplex cinema will play 
key roles in a multi-million-pound 
revamp of Halesowen town 
centre, it has emerged. 

Tens of millions of pounds of invest¬ 
ment and the creation of hundreds of 
jobs is anticipated under Dudley 
Council’s Halesowen Area Action Plan. 


It contains proposals to knock down 
the popular but outdated Cornbow 
Hall, which hosts community events 
and music shows, and the adjacent 
multi-storey car park, and replace 
them with a department store and a 
new car park. 

Cabinet member for regeneration, 
Councillor Angus Adams, said an hotel 
and 65,000 sq ft of new, smaller shops 


were also in the council’s plan for the 
town, to be implemented by 2026. 

“Land availability is one of the 
issues we have had to look at when 
putting this plan together - it’s clearly 
tight in Halesowen, and if you are 
going to bring in major investments 
you have to make room for them,” he 
said. 

“This does mean we would look to 
knock down and relocate 
the Cornbow Hall. 

“In addition, Halesowen 
does have a lack of enter¬ 
tainment facilities such as a 
cinema or bowling alley - 
the nearest cinema for 
example is either Quinton 
or Merry Hill. 

“We want to introduce 
another leisure facility such 
as this so that people can go 
out and enjoy themselves 
without having to travel.” 

Councillor Adams added: 
“This has the added benefit 
of cutting congestion on the 
roads.” 

Congestion 

The action plan outlines 
nine potential areas for 
development in the town 
centre. 

Aside from Cornbow Hall, 
one of the main sites is the 
Trinity Point office block, 
which is currently three 
quarters empty. 

Fountain House, which 
sits on the bank of the River 
Stour, is another target for 
redevelopment. 

A report to Dudley coun¬ 
cillors about on the plan 
states that despite years of 
proactive marketing, the 
office block has continued to 
stand vacant and could be 
put to more productive use. 

Anew public open square, 
linking Birmingham Street 
and Cobham Street, is also 
included in the plans.

A classic car once owned by Led Zep¬ 
pelin drummer John Bonham could 
soon be leaving the Black Country and 
heading abroad. 

Blackheath resident Bruce Screen has 
been the proud owner of the 1915 Ford 
Model T for the past 11 years. 

But now, after a story about his prize pos¬ 
session appeared, he has received interest 
from two potential buyers. One is a car col¬ 
lector in Dubai and the other is a Led Zep¬ 
pelin enthusiast in Washington. 

Mr Screen has now said he is prepared to 
sell — if the price is right. 

“There is no mention of any money at the 
moment and it’s very difficult for me to put 
a price on what the car is worth,” he said. 

“So I have decided the only fair way to 
deal with it is to listen to their offers. If the 
money is right, I might sell it.” 

Father-of-two Mr Screen, aged 64, 
obtained the vehicle in 2000. Three men 


abroad 

who made a different Ford Model T, a one- 
off, had learned it was in Mr Screen’s pos¬ 
session and offered him the swap when he 
refused to sell. 

Since then he has kept it in an airtight 
container in his garage, although it was 
exhibited at the NEC in Birmingham in 
2006. 

Connection 

Two fans, which are plugged in con¬ 
stantly, control conditions around the car, 
ensuring they are at the optimum level for 
preservation. 

Mr Screen said he would be sorry to see 
the car go, but added that he never gets it 
out or drives it because he is worried about 
getting it damaged.

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Yellow lines threat 
to traders in street 

Traders say they will be forced 
out of business if plans for parking 
bans outside their Halesowen 
shops go ahead. 

More than 600 people have signed a 
petition in a bid to challenge Dudley 
Council’s proposals to install double 
yellow lines outside shops in Howley 
Grange Lane, . 

Around 70 roads in the town could be 
give full or partial parking bans as part of 
a scheme devised by council transport 
bosses. 

Officials say the proposals were drawn 
up in response to complaints about parking 
in the streets and say the plans will ease 
congestion. 

Double yellow lines would start from 
Howley Grange Lane at the junction with 
Frankley Avenue. Lines would be painted 
along one side of the road before extending 
to Spies Lane and Shenstone Valley Road. 

Tough 

A parking bay is proposed along the 
opposite side of the road. 

Howley Grange Road chip shop owner 
Kulvinder Khela, aged 40, has helped 
organise the petition. 

“Times are so tough to run a business at 
the moment and we do not need this as 
well,” he said. 

Friends Susan Shipley and Lynn 
Hawthorne, 51 and 47 respectively, opened 
their florist’s shop in the street four years 
ago. 

But now the pair say they would consider 
selling up unless the council goes back to 
the drawing board. 

“We have had people coming into the 
shop saying that if they couldn’t park 
directly outside they wouldn’t come here 
and would probably go to the supermarket 
instead,” Susan said. 

Ian Cooper, aged 45, who is a member of 
the Halesowen Labour group, said: “Hun¬ 
dreds of signatures were collected within 
just a couple of weeks which shows the 
strength of feeling for people around here.” 

Transport bosses say there is room for 
revisions to the plans as they are being dis¬ 
cussed in coming weeks.

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Rugby-loving Josh on 
the road to recovery

A teenage rugby player from the Black Country 
struck with a potentially fatal spinal condition is 
on the road to recovery thanks to a new therapy. 

Former Windsor High School pupil Joshua Creed 
suffered “excruciating pain” every day and even strug¬ 
gled to get out of bed each morning. 

He was diagnosed aged 12 with a condition called scoliosis 
affecting just four per cent of the population. The condition 
causes a severe curving of the spine and, if left untreated, can 
lead to fatal heart and lung problems. 

But now the 16-year-old is fighting back after using an 
exercise based treatment instead of a painful, invasive nine- 
hour operation. 

“Having any sort of disability 
is hard but when it seriously 
affects your life and prevents 
you from playing a sport you 
are passionate about it really is 
soul destroying,” said Joshua, 
who lives in Hartside Close. 

“I loved running around the 
fields playing rugby and 
although I would push myself 
to play, I would often suffer for 
it for a few days afterwards.” 
Joshua was initially told that 
his spine was rapidly curving to 
the right. 

The nine-hour operation is a 
procedure involving metal rods 
being inserted either side of the 
spine before the spine is fused 
solid. 

The teenager, who lives with 
his parents Charlotte and Mark, aged 40 and 42 respectively, 
began searching for alternative treatments through the 
internet when doctors said he would be unable to continue 
with rugby and other contact sports if he had the operation. 

They heard about a non-surgical method called ScolioGold 
run by Erika Maude at her clinic called Scoliosis SOS based 
in London and Suffolk. 

Combination 

Joshua spent four weeks receiving exercise-based care 
from the clinic. It involves a combination of physiotherapy, 
breathing techniques and trigger point therapy to eleviate 
pain. Joshua says he has made significant improvements. 

“There was a point that I really did believe that I would be 
in pain forever,” he said. “I now have the skills to control my 
own condition and that, for me, is priceless. 

“I feel like I can get back to living life to the full, like any 
other normal teenager. I am looking forward to building up 
my fitness again and being able to play rugby again.”

Legal proceedings 
have been started again¬ 
st more than 30 resi¬ 
dents in Dudley Council 
houses for breaking ten¬ 
ancy conditions, accord¬ 
ing to figures released by 
the authority. 

They also show that 14 
tenants have been thrown 
out of their home for such 
things as not paying their 
rent on time, not looking 
after their home, or harass¬ 
ing or causing their neigh¬ 
bours problems. 

There are now around 
23,000 council houses in 
Dudley and all new resi¬ 
dents are put on an intro¬ 
ductory tenancy agreement 
for a year. 

Extended 

While subject to the 
agreement they must 
adhere to a set of strict con¬ 
ditions. 

It includes barring people 
from playing loud music, 
shouting and swearing, 
banging or slamming doors 
or having a dog which barks 
too much. 

Councillor Les Jones, 
leader of the council, said: 
“The council issues intro¬ 
ductory tenancies to new 
tenants for a period of 12 
months. 

“This can be extended for 
a further six months where 
there has been a breach of 
tenancy conditions. 

“During 2010/11 we 
extended nine introductory 
tenancies, issued 31 notices 
of possession proceedings 
and evicted 14 tenants 
during their introductory 
tenancy.”

Hospital set to employ 
another 100 ward staff 


More than 100 new nursing staff are 
to be taken on by Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital over the next 12 months as 
part of a £2 million investment. 

The workers are being brought in as part 
of a wider project at the hospital to make 
better use of beds and cut down on the 
number of operations that need to be can¬ 
celled during the busy winter months. 

During December and January, almost 
300 operations had to be put back after a 
surge in emergency patients due to winter ill¬ 
nesses leading to an extra 33 temporary 
emergency beds being opened. 

The project will also see wards moved 
around on the site to help make “better use” 
of facilities. 

Investment 

Chief executive at the Dudley Group of 
Hospitals Trust, Paula Clark, said around 
135 staff will be taken on and she added: 
‘More than £2 million will be invested into 
nursing staff over the next year, increasing 
the number of nurses we employ. 

“This investment is part of a bigger project 
to make better use of our beds to prevent the 
need to cancel patients’ planned surgery 
during our busiest months over the winter.

It is extremely unusual for a missing persons 
inquiry to go on for so many years, and even more 
uncommon for such an investigation to involve an 
elderly woman. 

“We have no information to suggest that anything 
untoward has happened to Florence but equally we 
have no information to confirm she is safe and well.” 

Disappeared 

She added: “When she disappeared, Florence did 
not take with her any means of support — money, 
clothes etc. 

“We know that at the time she went missing, she 
was worried about a possible cataract operation, and 
she had lost her beloved dog. 

Mrs Cole is white and was often considered to look 
younger than her years. She is 5ft 5in, slim and had 
black greying hair worn in a bun. She was last seen 
wearing a long black leather coat and gold coloured 
jewellery with an antique appearance.

High-speed chase 
burglars are jailed

Two burglars who led police on 
a high-speed chase through the 
Black Country which ended in a 
head-on crash have been jailed. 

Nicholas Hodgetts and Darren 
Fitzpatrick had stolen more than 
£10,000 of watches and laptops 
from a house in Dudley before the 
chase. 

Police followed their Subaru Impreza 
as it reached speeds of 60mph during the 
afternoon in residential areas in Dudley 
and Oldbury. Judge Jonathan Gosling 
said it was “a miracle” no-one was killed. 

He called it the worst case of danger¬ 
ous driving he had seen without a death. 
Driver Hodgetts, aged 29, was jailed for 
four years and three months while Fitz¬ 
patrick, 26, got 26 months. 

The Oldbury pair raided a house in 
Tansey Green Road, Dudley, after police 
had already tried to pull them over in 
Dixon’s Green Road at about 12.30pm on 
April 20, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

They sped away from officers over a 
humpback bridge, before then being 
spotted again at about 2pm near 
Oldbury. 

The Subaru smashed into the side of a 
stationary police car and mounted the 
pavement twice while leading the chase 
along Churchbridge and through the 
town centre. 

It eventually hit an oncoming Ford 
Focus, said Mr Mark Preece, prosecut¬ 
ing. Two laptops, six watches, two 
cameras and a mobile phone were found 
in the car. 

Mr Edward Barr, defending, said Hod¬ 
getts, who has a young daughter, had 
struggled with a drug habit but wanted 
to change his ways. And Fitzpatrick now 
wanted to “make good in society”, the 
court heard. 

Hodgetts, of Blakeley Hall Road, and 
Fitzpatrick, of Ashes Road, both pleaded 
guilty to burglary. Hodgetts also admit¬ 
ted two charges of dangerous driving 
and one of driving without insurance. 

Fitzpatrick got 16 months for burglary 
and 10 months for breaching a 16-month 
suspended sentence he received in Feb¬ 
ruary last year for driving offences.

Hospital parking charges rise 


Patients and visitors will have to 
pay more to park at Dudley’s three 
hospitals after fees were increased for 
the second year running. 

Charges have risen by up to eight 
per cent, which means it now costs 
£5.40 to park for more than three 
hours - up from £5. The new prices 
have been introduced by Interserve, 
the private company which runs the 
car parks at Russells Hall and the 
Guest hospitals in Dudley and the 
Corbett in Stourbridge. One council¬ 
lor has already attacked the rises. 

Hospital bosses said they were “dis¬ 
appointed” that charges had been 
increased again since August last 


year but said people would still be 
able to park for free for 30 minutes. 

Patients receiving treatment on 
three or more occasions per week in 
the oncology and renal units would 
not be charged, they said. 

The increases have come under fire 
from Dudley councillor Bryan Cotter- 
ill. He has previously campaigned for 
fees to be dropped. 

He said he was “appalled” by the 
decision adding: “It just doesn’t seem 
fair that sick people are being 
charged to visit hospital. It just seems 
immoral.” 

The cost of one hour’s parking has 
gone up by lOp to £1.30. The new fee 


for one to one and a half hours has 
also increased by lOp to £1.90. 

While the cost of parking between 
one and a half and three hours is now 
£3.20 - up from £3. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals chief 
executive Paula Clark said: “We are 
disappointed that Interserve has 
decided to increase parking charges 
for our patients. We recognise that 
our PFI partner is entitled to review 
parking changes annually as part of 
their contract and they have, in the 
past, managed to keep the charges 
down.” 

No-one at Interserve was available 
for comment. 


Abbey plan protest 
fails to get support 


Campaigners have lost their 
battle over a £500,000 visitor centre 
at the 800-year-old Halesowen 
Abbey after it was announced that 
work would start later this year. 

The abbey trust was hoping to defeat 
the plans by getting English Heritage on 
its side. 

But instead no objections have been 
put forward - so landowner Chris Tudor 
is aiming to begin construction in the 
autumn. 

The plan - which was given the go- 
ahead by Dudley Council last Novem¬ 
ber - also includes converting derelict 
barns into homes. 

The trust had launched a last-ditch 
campaign by putting forward a 10-page 
dossier against the plans. 

Members claim vital features and 
artefacts could be lost during the devel¬ 
opment. English Heritage has been 
accused of “washing its hands” by failing 
to support the campaign. 

Lack 

The trust was relying on persuading it 
to oppose the plans. But it said they 
would let “a greater number of visitors 
have a better appreciation” of the site. 

Trust secretary Mick Freer accused 
English Heritage of showing a lack of 
interest in the abbey. 

He said: “There is a picture of neglect 
and damage incompatible with the mon¬ 
ument’s designation and justifiable 
public expectations. 

“That breakdown of confidence should 
be a matter of considerable concern to 
those who hold responsibility. 

“The site, whilst retaining its designa¬ 
tion as a Monument of National Impor¬ 
tance, has been seriously and 
irreparably devalued both materially 
and in public perception. 

“If Halesowen Abbey was anywhere 
else but Halesowen you can bet that 
English Heritage would be pulling out 
all the stops.” 

An English Heritage spokesman said: 
“The ruins of the abbey are scheduled as 
an ancient monument and some of the 
farmstead is listed. 

“The barns are in a poor state of repair 
and it is good news that the present 
owner is taking an active and responsi¬ 
ble role in maintaining and finding a 
new use for them.” 


Plan gets approval 

Plans to demolish a former meeting 
hall in Ettymore Road, Sedgley, and 
replace it with two houses have been 
given the go-ahead by Dudley Council.

Car accident survivor 
praises medical team 


A former Dudley web 
design tutor who is 
recovering from multi¬ 
ple injuries suffered in a 
road accident last year 
has praised the hospital 
staff who treated him.

34, has had to undergo 19 
operations after the colli¬ 
sion involving his MG and a 
Mercedes van. 

His injuries on April 12, 
2010 on the B4379 near 
Heath Hill, Shifnal, 
included a fractured skull, 
three broken ribs, a broken 
collar bone and broken 
sternum. 

His lungs also collapsed 
and he suffered bruising to 
his heart. 

He lost eight pints of 
blood at the scene. 

Mr Buckley, of Park View, 
Swynnerton, Staffordshire,

who then worked at Com- 
puteach, Dudley, was flown 
by air ambulance to Selly 
Oak Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham. 

He spent six weeks under 
sedation in an induced 
coma in critical care 
because his injuries were so 


severe. “My miraculous 
survival has confounded 
many doctors and with the 
paramedic on scene only 
giving me a five per cent 
chance of avoiding fatality, 
even I have found it diffi¬ 
cult to believe I came 
through,” said Mr Buckley, 
who is now back at home. 

“I would like to express 
my sincere thanks to those 
critical care staff that 
looked after me during 
those dark weeks. 

“I also came under the 
care of Professor Sir Keith 
Porter and many armed 
forces surgeons whose bril¬ 
liant medical knowledge 
saved my life.” 

Mr Buckley faces 
another two years of reha¬ 
bilitation and has seven 
more operations to 
undergo.

Work-to-rule protest 
over planned pay cut 


Nursery workers claiming 
they face a 17.5 per cent pay 
cut have threatened a work-to- 
rule protest against a pay 
structure shake-up at Dudley 
Council. 

It was revealed last month that 
14 per cent, or 1,200 of the author¬ 
ity’s 9,000 staff will be offered a

reduced salary under the planned 
single status pay shake-up. 

Some 350 employees are facing a cut 
of 15 per cent or more and council 
chiefs say more than half of that group 
are specialists working with vulnera¬ 
ble, ill and disabled youngsters across 


the borough. Nursery workers in 
special schools say they stand to lose 
around £3,000 from their annual pay 
packet of around£16,000, and labelled 
the move “disgusting.” 

Bosses at the authority say they are 
discussing the matter with staff and 
unions and the plans are yet to be 
agreed, but some workers are receiv¬ 
ing full-time pay for part-time work. 
“If this goes ahead, we will start at 
the time our contract states 
and leave on the dot - no 
extra hours of preparation 
or tidying,” said father-of- 
three Neil Pardoe, who has 
worked at The Brier School 
in Kingswinford for 15 
years. 

“We all work far more 
than the 32.5 hours a week 
we are contracted to, and 
would sign a 37-hour con¬ 
tract, but we haven’t been 
given that option. 

“We feel demoralised, 
devalued and de-motivated 
and the school year has 
ended on a very difficult 
note. 

“It seems that after a long 
period of working with 
special needs children, all 
the skills, knowledge and 
extra qualifications we have 
gained are not deemed 
worthless.” 

Concerns 

Mr Pardoe, aged 42, of 
Mount Pleasant, Kingswin¬ 
ford, and eight other 
nursery nurses at the school 
have raised their concerns. 

Under the council’s 
planned equal pay shake-up 
around 47 per cent of staff 
would keep their basic pay 
and 38 per cent would see an 
increase. 

If the proposals are 
agreed the new arrange¬ 
ments will come into effect 
in April 2012. 

The changes aims to 
introduce a equal pay for 
people performing different 
jobs at a similar level.

Just one was jailed for their decep¬ 
tion, along with an immigrant who 
secured a job as a postman despite a 
lengthy criminal record for dishon¬ 
esty - and went on to steal while off- 
duty. 

Peter Webb plundered jewellery, 
mobile phones, DVDs and greetings 
cards from mail meant for residents in 
Lichfield over four years. The 55-year- 
old was finally snared when Post 
Office investigators planted test pack¬ 
ages on his round. 

When one, containing a digital 
camera, was not delivered, Webb’s 
home in Leyfields was searched and 
packets dating back to 2006 were dis¬ 
covered. Last week Judge Mark Eades 
jailed Webb for eight months, telling 
him he had “breached the contract the 
Post Office has with the public that a 
package will be delivered.” 

Damaged 

Webb told his employers he had 
“been an idiot”, while his lawyer Mr 
Rashad Moham-med said he had 
acted out of “curiosity”. 

The same excuse was offered by the 
counsel of Bilston postman Benjamine 
Bryan. He was told he had damaged 
trust in the Royal Mail after he was 
convicted of hiding more than 9,000 
items of mail and opened packages con¬ 
taining electrical items. 

Bryan was caught after bosses 
placed a tracking device inside a test 
package he was due to deliver which

they traced back to the 23-year-old’s 
home in Addenbroke Street, Darlas- 
ton. Police recovered a Sony Walkman 
and touch tablet computer worth hun¬ 
dreds of pounds following searches of 
Bryan’s home and car. But Judge John 
Wait opted to suspend Bryan’s six- 
month prison sentence for 18 months. 

Deon McFarlane was fined £600 
after being spotted opening a letter 
during one of his rounds. Investiga¬ 
tors later discovered undelivered mail 
in his kitchen drawer. 

The 33-year-old, of Junction Road, 
Stow Heath, denied theft and delaying 
postal packets but was found guilty by 
magistrates following a trial last 
month. 

Both Shaun Maley and Hannah 
Moore-Kelly worked for the Royal 
Mail for a matter of weeks before 
bosses’ suspicions were aroused. 
Maley, 21, was rumbled two months 
after starting in February while 
Moore-Kelly, also 21, lasted just six 
weeks. 

The pair hoarded thousands of 
items, recovered from Maley’s car and 
Moore-Kelly’s home. Maley, of Fuchsia 
Drive, Pendeford, but who worked in 


Halesowen, was struggling to keep up 
with his deliveries, the court heard. 
And Bilston-based postwoman Moore- 
Kelly, of Wells Road, Penn, was “out of 
her depth”, her lawyer claimed. 

Maley faces sentence later this 
month while Moore-Kelly was ordered 
to carry out 80 hours of unpaid work 
for her hoarding. 

Dudley postman David Spiers didn’t 
even bother taking some of his unde¬ 
livered post home - instead he 
dumped thousands of letters near 
Dudley Zoo. 

The 31-year-old, of Park Moor 
Gardens, Dudley, was given a six- 
month sentence, suspended for two 
years, for dumping 6,385 letters and 
keeping another 4,654 items at his 
home. 

Glen Miller was a trusted veteran of 
23 years’ service. But the 44-year-old, 
of Scafell Way, West Bromwich, suc¬ 
cumbed to temptation, stealing £40 
after opening 18 packages. 

Plundering 

Miller, said to be suffering financial 
difficulties due to the break-up of his 
marriage, received a four-month 
prison term suspended for two years 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Marc Lawson was given the same 
sentence after plundering cash and 
gifts sent to Stafford delivery office. 
The 33-year-old, of Blythe Road, 
Stafford, stole hundreds of gift cards 
as well as DVDs and packages. 

District Judge Wilkinson had some 
strong words for the Royal Mail after 
the case of Zydrunas Ksonas. He was 
taken on despite having 26 previous 
convictions for dishonesty. 

Ksonas, aged 44, of Leicester Street, 
Whitmore Reans, was jailed for eight 
weeks for two cases of theft. The judge 
said: “A person as dishonest as Mr 
Ksonas should not be working with 
Royal Mail when there is an ongoing 
problem of things going missing.” 

Ruth Barnes, spokeswoman for 
Royal Mail which employs 163,000 
people nationwide, said bosses had a 
“zero tolerance approach to dishon¬ 
esty.”

Y OU can protect your home 
yourself, providing you have 
basic DIY skills. 

Homebase has come up with a guide 
that shows you how to help keep your 
home safe and secure by fitting an alarm, 
security lighting, CCTV and strong locks 
for your external doors. 

None of the tasks are particularly difficult 
but some electrical and carpentry skills are 
required at times. Remember, always use the 
manufacturer’s instructions when fitting any 
new security equipment. 

1. Alarms 

Before buying an alarm you need to work 
out what features are necessary for your 
home. Systems are either wired or wireless. 
Wired ones can be a bit tricky to install as you 
will need to run wires from each detector all 
the way back to the central control unit. 

Both types usually use a number of detec¬ 
tors that either sense movement or are trig¬ 
gered by breaking a magnetic contact i.e. 
when someone opens a door/window. 

Break-contact detectors protect the vul¬ 
nerable entry points such as the back and 
front doors and ground floor windows. Work 
out how many you will need. 

PIR sensors are triggered by body heat and 
movement. They are good for covering large 
areas inside your home but not usually suit¬ 
able for entry points as they may be set off by 
people or animals passing by. 

Place sensors so the beam does not point 
at a window or heat sources these will set 
them off. Check the sensors cover a sufficient 
area for the room you want to protect. 

Most control boxes need a mains power 
supply, with a back-up battery in case of 
power failure. Make sure the box is tamper 
proof so the alarm goes off if an intruder tries 
to interfere with it. Make sure the keypad is out 
of reach of small children. 

The alarm box should be fitted to the front 
of the home or somewhere that is obvious to 
passers-by. It should be placed high up so 
that it can’t be tampered with. If your home 
can also be reached from the rear, make sure 


you order a second alarm box. 

2. CCTV (closed circuit TV) 

For extra reassurance CCTV systems are 
easy to fit and do not need any special elec¬ 
trical connections. The simpler systems 
include one or two cameras and a controller 
that plugs directly into your TV via the scart 
socket. 

More sophisticated ones let you record pic¬ 
tures from the cameras while you are out. If 
you are using CCTV cameras in dark areas, or 
want clearer images after dark, outside secu¬ 
rity lighting is advised. 

3. Installing CCTV cameras 

Make sure you place cameras out of reach 
to stop intruders tampering with them and 
they have a clear view of access areas - away 
from overhanging trees or bushes. 

Drill a small hole through your wall or 
window frame so that you can feed the cam¬ 
era cable inside your home. From inside, the 
extension cable needs to be connected to the 
camera cable. Run the cables back of your TV. 

Plug the power adaptor for the camera 
control box into a 13amp socket. The scart 
plug then goes into the socket on the back of 
your television. When you are all connected 
up switch your TV to the AV channel to see the 
images from your camera. Check the camera 
view before finalising installation. 

4. Security lighting 

Generally, exterior security lighting can be 
divided into two types: dusk-to-dawn lighting 
and PIR lighting. Dusk-to-dawn units come 
on automatically as it gets dark and switch off 
again when it gets lighter at dawn. 

PIR units are triggered by body heat, so 
only come on if someone approaches your 
home. These are usually the best option as 


they use less electricity and should surprise 
and scare off any potential intruder. 

5. Fitting security lights 

Put your lights at least 2.5m off the ground. 
For PIR lighting make sure you point them so 
that passers-by don’t trigger them off. Don’t 
put the light near your boiler’s flue as this can 
also set them off. 

Drill a hole through the wall to the inside - 
make sure you line any holes with a plastic 
conduit. If you want to avoid drilling you may 
be able to feed the cable through your window 
frame or fascia board. 

Make sure you turn off your power supply 
when fitting lights, then connect them accord¬ 
ing to the maker’s instructions. Once you’ve 
connected the light it can then be fixed to the 
wall. 

If you’ve chosen PIR lighting you can set 
the sensitivity control and adjust the length of 
time the light stays on once triggered. A few 
minutes is usually enough to disturb any 
intruder without annoying your neighbours if it 
goes off accidentally. 

6. Best locks for secure external doors 

The best and strongest locks have a ‘kite 

mark’ and are passed to British Standard 
BS3621. Most household insurance compa¬ 
nies insist on these and they are recom¬ 
mended by crime prevention officers. 

As a rule, the more levers, pins or discs a 
lock has, the more difficult it is to pick. 

When possible fit two locks on your front 
door - both to BS3621 standard. A mortice 
deadlock and a night latch. To protect your 
back door, go for a mortice sash lock to 
BS3621, together with top and bottom 
mortice bolts.
